"This war in the duchies hasscattered germs 
of trouble throug’ Burope which bear fruit in 
due time.. Germany is in'a state of, disrup- 
tion, and the Federal Diet, either from impo- 
tence or cowardice, bows its neck to the Aus- 
tro-Prussian yoke. - The secondary «slates, 
indigannt, at this pusillanimity, would fain 
coalesce to resist the two great’Powers.
